In the teuton uf 1 344, one of the hooor- 
■hie rormbcrt (ur Port Phillip, Mr. Ru- 
aiHtuH. bruugbi in a Bill far the regula- 
tion of Turnpike Trust! the object of 
which tvu to place the public madiof the 
tvoluny under efficient taaxutgemect.

ruvluliuo iu tccurdingly prupoied by

puLlic tliOMtighfaret, At to hare been 
ultcitj unpreptvetl to pronounce a ratiotta] 
opinion on the merita of llr. RobiHiotc't 
bill. ETen Ur. Wmntcraa, whom few 
■ubjrcti find unprovided with tomething 
lu tar concerning ihetn, could on thii 
question titake aa better tperch than the 
following — " He had under Mood, wben 
the quealitrn for the tecond reading of the 
bill iu tarried, ihit ammdutentt in trie 
drtaili were lu be propoard whrn the bill 
wu brought into Commiiire ; it would 
appear, however, that no owe una prepared 
uith the amendment!, and tkerifirt it 
wuultl be belter to withdraw the bill-" 

The CoLositL5Ec*KTA»Y remarked, that 
" although it wia true Ibat th* tnanage- 
mcnt of the rotda at pretenl retted with 
Iht Kizccutive, and was equally true that 
they were in a yery imperfect itale of re- 
pair, it mutt be borne in mind that Ihey 
were labouring under coniidrrabk diffi- 
culty : it mat prupoted originally tu vent 
the management uf th* roadt in Ihe Dis- 
trict Council! : but the Council having 
rejected the bill which had been brought 
in for the proper working uf U»» bodifi, 
the meuuret of the Government were 
all rendered nugatory." 

Mr. RoBixtos very properly complained, 
that it »u lather hard that between Act! 
uf Parliament, Act! of Council, the Execu- 
tive QoTerrtraenl, and thai Huuw,the roadt 
could not be kept in repair. 

Now, with reference to the pottpme- 
mtnt of the rnraiure, we cannot tiutl thai 
any atep it at tuken, either bv Mr. 
HdiiniPNor any other member, during 
the aeaaion of ISIS, towards a rerival of 
il. Mulionj were made, to be ture, fot 
aJdretiri to Ihe QovEaatok, praying that 
mi of money might be placed upon the 
ratimalei for repairing a road here, and 
building a bridge there , bul aa regard* 
ihe whole queation of highway manage- 
ment, we are not aware that a tingle 
movement waa made. 

One uf the addreaaea we Have alluded to 
Wat moved by Ur. Briplet, on Ibe 1 2th 
Auguet latt, praying that a turn not ex- 
ceeding £|0u0 might be applied tu Ihe 
repain of dilapidated bridgea on Ihe 
great soul It road, between the Cow- 
paature. River and Gotilburn ; and in 
the courte of the ditcUMian lo which 
the motion gave rise, enough was 
uitf. lo demunalrate the abtolutt «e- 
cettity that raitted for tome tuch tneature 
at thai originated by Ur. RoaitTtoH in 
ihe previoui tetaion, Speaking of the 
great louth road, Mr. rJa.iin.KY taid that 
many of the bridges wet* to dilapidated, 
broken through, that it wet impottible lo 
patt over them, and draya and 
carriage had to go off ihe road and 
round, and get acrott gulteya and 
crerkt at beat they could, and with 
greit difficulty and danger. Formerly, 
when the roadt where in good order, (aid 
the honourable member, if took eig/ii or 
leu deyi to perform a journey vAacA WW 
occupied m month or tiz awe**. Dr. 
NtciiotaoM tttled, that a month ago he 
had deipalcbed a dray to Qoulbnrn, aad 
had that day received letter* iuforming 
him that tbey had not reached iheir deati- 
nalion, and that from the imputable ttate 
of Ihe roadt there war no laying when 
they would. If something, be taid, were 
not immediately done, all aeceaa to tha 
louthern country would be clowd. 

On thii at on the previoui occasion . 
the Count at. Srainnv reminded the 
Council that the repain of the roadt 
belonged now not to the Government, but 
to the District Council*; and observed, 
thai when the answer arrived to the rcfer- 
encei which had been made to the Home 
Government on the tubject of Dittrtct 
Councilt, it might be trecenary that ihe 
Governtaeut ihould propose lo incur ranch 
greater expettie than it yet had in the re- 
pair of roadt and bridges. At Lo these re- 
ferences lo the Home Government, the 
.ii:..niir-(i!M:iu!, in Ihe courae of the 
debate, went to far at lo intimate, " that 
Ihr neat packtt would probably bring the 
rrpliet." 

Su far at it known to the public, thoa* 
replica have nut made Iheir appearance 
even yet . and if they have found Iheir 
way at far at Government House, it it 
certain Ibey can be nothing more than 
driiialcliri announcintr the opinion! of the 
S or St™ P And the* 
opinions are iiol likely to bate much 
weight with ihe Council. The only re- 
pliet that could bear practically on, the 
question, would eontiil of Parliamentary 
enactment! ; and we all know that during 
the latt tension no such enact me pit were 
paued , and, indeed, that no ittliwaliun 
wis given that Her Miitmi Govern- 
ineul intended to briug forward any Legit- 
lalive measure on the tubject of our Dif- 
Iricl Council*. 

It aetina obviout, then, that the Legit- 
ime Council can no longer delay the 
great queation of roadt and bridgea, witb- 
oul injtlMiie to the colony and duKredit in 
themaelvet , and we do hope that one of 
the tirat proceeding* of the entuing tetiion 
will be, to appoint a Select Committee fur 
the purpose of considering what ahould be 
done to place tbc management of our 
highway) upon a aound and effectual 
footing.

•till, from what 1 hate obttrtad in former 
teaaon*, but morn particularly thia year, In thi* 
moat eaeellont ud neceaaary toot, I am led to 
apprehend thataerioua deterioration, not, I 
ttuat, dee true tier,, of thii article of food mty b* 
hanging over there cotonice. 

In order to remedy or atari inch an tvil, 1 
beg to auggeat, throogh your paper, to all who 
hut an opportunity of trying it, tbe following 
■implo method of renewing, or, probably 
perpetuating, the potato* am on git tu.

wind*.

To th, RKtmjfO, ,c jrf „ y urn;*, Ihnld 
tiiNTLkHkv,— Vnur corrcapondent L'ntt bet 
called upon me to account for a fact which ha 
conceivee to militate agatnit the opiniona 
maintainerl in my communication! on tha phot- 
phatet of bona at the proper luaoure and the 
food of wheal. An indiapoeiUun uodti which 
f im now lahouiiiii, prcteriti my emetine 
upon the dietuiaion of thteabjeet a* fully ai ita 
importance dcitrvet ; I mutt, thenfuic, conon* 
myielf to a very thott reply. 

I hive already ahown upon Llubig'a princi- 
ple* that the bone phntphetci ire Die only ma- 
in nt, required for wheat under i judidom rota- 
tion of eropa ; contequColly, thet the refute 
banc* of out boiling.down eatehliahroeni*, da- 
nrited at they are of their animal matter, era 
for thia purpoee equally afflcacioue wilh the 
recent bone. To thia your correspondent on a 
former occaaian demurred, on the ground that 
ntiroffrn and eereon were etaential tovegelttion, 
and that the only part of the bone capable of 
lurniehing Lhe*c element* waa the animal mat- 
ter- In my reply I ihowed, I think lalitfic- 
torily, that all tha nifroym ud carbon required 
fot wienf undet a proper roiat inn olcrapa, would 
be obtained by th* dccompntitlon of the rootiof 
plinu— nth aa clots and other grantee 
ploughed up and buried in the toil; tnd that 
lb* only additional manure required under luch 
circunuttacet, in en cihiuited .oil, w tithe 
ttlim portion of the bant. Thit 1 proved by 
in appeal to incontrovertible facta, and by eo- 
Iiioiiieitrtetifjoin Ijebig't work. 

The fact to which your corretpondent now 
direct* my attention it, that in the vicinity of 
Lucca lupine ai* grown for the aol* purpoee of 
manure. That they are left to rot, or are 
boiled to prevent germination, in order to 
be epread on the ground on wliicb oiher 
crop* ace to be cultivated ; ud your correepon- 
dent tery properly i D fgn that the eBloacy of 
thit manure chiefly depend* on the ititn$m 
ud r-nrdrin which th* plant hid laaimilalcd in 
it* growth. All thii ii tr ry true, but mili- 
tate! in noretpect tgtinit my praitiom. The 
lupin ud other cropi, *o generally grown in 
Italy, for the tola purpMe of being buried in 
tbe toil u manure, ibedtfa nirrooen md«/eiii 
in great abundance from the almotphere, which 
on bcint; buried in the aoil they impart to a 
l nee reding crop i but the eolia nf Italy, on 
which thii practice prevaila, niturtlly abound 
with phcaphetea, and the green minute in 
equal weight! differ* in no reaped from tbe 
nulla of our cloter leyt when ploughed up for 
wheat. The cheery of the tntnuro would, 1 
luipect, be very dlffetent if ihe lupin were 
grown on • toil aahauited of it* phoaphttet. 
In luch a eaie it would nelthtr manure ita 
own aeedt, nor contribute ia th* ilighleit de- 
gree to ih* production of any lucceetliiig iced 
crop. The only remedy for thi aril would he 
toaupply thi lacking phoiphittti tad if the 
lotl ware alto dectiiuto of carbon, and mue- 
nali producing nitrogen, lha duit of the fcrih 
hone would he preferabt* to thai which had 
been deprived of ile animal matter by burning 
oc boding under interne heat.
